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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Andrew Keogh, Yale’s librarian, is a 
modest, quiet man, but a most efficient 
head of a great university library. We 
gladly introduce him in this number of 
the Bulletin of Bibliography as most worthy 
of a place in our bibliographers’ and libra- 
rians’ portrait gallery. 

He came to the United States from 
England many years ago, and has become 
thoroughly transplanted in our country, 
even to the extent of marrying an American 
girl—a librarian. He was born in New- 
castle-upon-Tyne in 1869, studied at Dur- 
ham College of Science, and became refer- 
ence librarian of the Newcastle public 
libraries, serving from 1892 to 1898. We 
next find him settled in New Haven as 
librarian of the Linonian and Brothers 
library at Yale University, a post that 
had been occupied back in the forties by 
no less a person than Dr. William F. Poole, 
who there conceived and carried out un- 
aided the original ‘Poole’s Index” to the 
periodicals in that library. 


In two years time Mr. Keogh was pro- 
moted and served as reference librarian 
at Yale from 1900 to 1916; since then 
he has been chief, and during his incum- 
bency many and important advances have 
been made by this library —its book use, 
its housing, its influence even far beyond 
New Haven. 

In 1904 he received from Yale the Master 
of Arts degree. He is a life member of the 
American Library Association, having joined 
in 1898 immediately upon his arrival from 
England. 

He is also a member of the British Library 
Association, of the American Library Insti- 
tute, and of the Bibliographical Society of 
America. Of the latter he was president 
in 1913-1914. Among other organizations 
with which he is connected may be men- 
tioned the Elizabethan Club at Yale, the 
— Historical Association, the Grolier 

lub. 

Our readers on both sides of the Atlantic 
will, we know, be glad to see Mr. Keogh’s 
portrait and to make his acquaintance. 


LIBRARY SUBSCRIPTIONS 


We have had a busy year in our Sub- 
scription Department, and our number 
of library customers has grown consider- 
ably —in fact so fast in November and 
December that we have had to refuse 
business as our staff was inadequate to 
give proper attention to all that was offered 
us. Then came that mild though insidious 
epidemic of la grippe, which reduced 
our number of active workers, a serious 
handicap in a “profession” where detail, 
accuracy, promptness are so essential. We 
have carried on and successfully finished 
our task and enjoyed our New Year’s 
day. We are sorry that so many renewal 
notices have gone forth to bother our 
subscribing libraries, but they are harmless 
notes and often give us clues to irregu- 
larities we would never otherwise have 
known about. Then, too, you get them 
no matter what agent handles your busi- 
ness. 
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May we again point out the great advan- 
tages of library lists being made to expire 
at some other time than December. No 
matter how well organized our staff may 
be, mistakes will be made by rush methods 
and extra help in the offices of the maga- 
zines, where both Christmas and _ library 
orders flood in like a deluge. If a firm 
like Williams and Wilkins of Baltimore — 
one of the best organized and most efficient 
of the periodical publishers — finds it neces- 
sary to issue a card asking the indulgence 
of its patrons for delay during this ‘‘peak’”’ 
period, we can imagine the near-chaos 
that must prevail in less reliable offices. 
There is a widespread idea among libra- 
rians that certain savings may be made 
by having their renewals made in the 
fall, or ‘‘last chance”’ period. This saving 
of twenty-five cents is only possible on 
some fifteen or twenty popular magazines, 
many of which libraries do not list nor 
desire. Let us change your renewal date 
to March, June, or September, and see 
how much better your subscriptions will 
run. January numbers always become 
exhausted much more frequently than any 
other month — an added reason for change 
of expiration date. 

Much greater saving can be made by 
a two-year renewal of certain prominent 
periodicals than by waiting for the last 
chance offers of November.

Printing its announcement of birth as September, 
it was really born with October, 1925 (other bibliog- 
raphers please copy). 
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Architecture, London, must not be confused with 
Architecture, N. Y. It is unfortunate always when 
names are duplicated. Two Foreign Affairs; two 
Liberty; two Nautilus; two Mechanical Engineering; 
two Music and Youth; two Bookman; two Review of 
Reviews; and now Architecture has a twin brother. 
Vol. 4, no. 1, is May, 1925 (12x9 inches). The 
first thirty numbers, constituting vols. 1, 2, and 3, 
were 10x8 inches in size, and were the Journal 
of the Society of Architects, at least that was the 
sub-title. This society is now dissolved and its 
members transferred to the Royal Institute of British 
Architects. The ‘‘new series” of Architecture is 
published by The Builder, is well illustrated and 
quite readable. Price 14 shillings a year. 


Army and Navy Journal for October 17, 1925, 
printed two sections, the regular magazine and a 
“Section II’ much smaller in size giving the full 
text of the fourth week’s Morrow Commission inquiry. 


Canadian Magazine decided to “go up” in size: 
and with vol. 63, May, 1924, the change was made 
to the 9x12 inch format, whereas it previously 
had been 7x9% inches. Furthermore, just to 
show its entire independence of convention, vol.

Open Road, the magazine for young men, has 
become “Open Road for Boys.” The “‘young men” 
ended with vol. 7, no. 5, May, 1925; the ‘“‘boys” 
edition began with vol. 7, no. 10, October, 1925. 
There were no issues for June, July, August, or 
September, 1925, and vol. 7, nos. 6 to 9, being 
skipped entirely. This is a very new and up-to- 
the-minute way to make folks write for missing 
issues. We all missed them for the above good 
reason. 


Pan American Magazine. We believe all our 
readers will be glad to have this bit of information 
as to back numbers of recent times since Pan became 
erratic. Vol. 32 covers Dec., 1920, to May, 1921; 
vol. 33, June to October, are nos. 1 to 5; and a double 
number, Nov.—Dec. 1921, is called nos. 5-6, though 
it was really no. 6 only. Vol. 34 had five numbers, 
January to April being nos. 1-4, and May-June, 
1922, no. 5. Vol. 35 was regular July to Decem- 
ber, 1922, six numbers. Vol. 36 had six numbers, 
January, February, March, October, November, 
December, 1923. Vol. 37 comprised January, 1924, 
no. 1; May, no. 2; July, no. 4(no number 3 was pub- 
lished); September, no. 5; November, no. 6. Vol. 
38 is made up of December, 1924, no. 1; March, 1925, 
no. 2; May, no. 3; July, no. 4;September, no. 5; and 
November, no. 6; thus completing the volume and 
year. 


Radio Broadcast has cast its lot with the broader 
magazines. Vol. 8, no. 1, November, 1925, comes 
in the new size, 1134 x 834, and is broadcast to the 
ends of the earth. 


Two Worlds, a literary quarterly devoted to the 
increase of the gaiety of nations, is a new kind of 
periodical. It costs $3.00 a number, or $10 a year. 
No. 1 (September, 1925) is small octavo, no adver- 
tisements, and only 104 pages. Each issue comes 
in a pasteboard slip-cover, and but 500 copies are 
printed of number one and the type has been dis- 
tributed, so that’s its first claim on your pocket 
book — the hint of future rarity. Its second argu- 
ments for existence—and success—is the avowed 
intention of printing literature, unexpurgated. 
We shall watch its career very carefully. Our first 
doubt of the sincerity of the publisher has come 
in a notice that he has acceded to the insistent 
library demand that copies be made available to 
the non-buying public and has printed an edition of 
five hundred copies and will take library subscrip- 
tions at $8.00, and then he naively notes that only 
500 for 20,000 libraries means that some few will 
get left out. We cannot but feel that the publisher 
is unwise, to say the least. . 


The Writer is in its thirty-seventh year, and should 
have known better than do such a desperate thing. 
Vol. 37, no. 9, September, is as usual 914 x 7 inches. 
Then October, vol. 37, no. 10, comes forth enlarg ps 
in number of pages and in size (104%x7), 

a bluer blue cover, and $2.50 a year instead of $1. 50. 
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Glimpses of Certain French Bibliographers 


GLIMPSES OF THE LIVES AND WORKS OF CERTAIN 
FRENCH BIBLIOGRAPHERS 


By Harriet Dorothea MacPherson, Head Cataloger, Library of College of City of New York 
PART I 


During the nineteenth century the field of bibli- 
ography expanded to an extent hitherto unknown. 
This was especially true in France. Nevertheless 
it is surprising how sparingly the lives of French 
bibliographers have been dealt with in biography. 

In undertaking this study I have chosen three 
men — perhaps not the greatest names in the biblio- 
graphical list for the century — but the three who 
might best represent the different aspects of their 
science. Charles Nodier, Joseph Marie Quérard, 
and Paul Lacroix differed widely in their person- 
ality, literary fecundity, and private lives. One 
interest only they had in common—a passionate 
love of books and the desire to bring them within 
the use of everyone. Only Quérard, however, 
was primarily and at all times a bibliographer. - The 
other two traveled afar into the world of history, 
drama, the essay, poetry, and the novel. Yet 
each of the three offered to the bibliography of his 
country a contribution which any author might 
covet with reason. 

Joseph Marie Quérard was born at Rennes in 
1797. At the age of eleven he was taken from 
school and placed at the book-trade. From this 
time dates his great love for books. From 1819 
to 1824 he was attached to an important book- 
selling establishment in Vienna.2 It was while 
here, that encouraged by the success of the German 
bibliographer, J. S. Ersch, he began his first biblio- 
graphical work.’ It is probable that much of his 
arrangement was adopted from German _ bibliog- 
raphies, though he made some improvements over 
these works. In 1824 he went to Paris and definitely 
started on a bibliographical career. While work- 
ing at his “France littéraire, 1826-1842,’’ he became 
very anxious to obtain some position in the Bibli- 
othéque Royale. He never succeeded in getting 
one, however, partly because of his unfortunate 
personality, partly because of unequaled bad 
luck, which seemed to pursue him in practically 
everything he undertook.6 He died in Paris in 
1865, a disappointed and poverty-stricken man. 

Paul Lacroix, fully as well known by the pseudonym 
“Bibliophile Jacob,” was born in Paris in 1806.° 
He had scarcely finished his studies when he pub- 
lished an edition of “Oeuvres complétes de Clément 
Marot,” in 1824.7 Like Quérard, his love of books 
dates from his earliest childhood. His first original 
work met with no success. Drama, poetry, jour- 
nalism, he tried in turn with little result. His 
first real success was his ‘‘Soirées de Sir Walter Scott 
a Paris,” published in 1829, which went into ten 
or twelve successive editions. Following this came 
several novels from which he achieved a literary 
reputation. One of them, however, “Les deux 
fous,” caused him to be put on the blacklist of 
scholars because he portrayed Diane de Poitiers 
as a blonde, while all the scholars proclaimed her

a brunette. In 1830 he may be said to have reached 
the peak of his career. At his house the chief mem- 
bers of the romantic school were meeting several 
times a week, among them Hugo, Sainte-Beuve, 
Dumas, and Henri Martin. His next literary 
efforts were a series of historical works. The last, 
“Les mémoires de Jehan d’Anton,” involved a law- 
suit, which brought about a breakdown in the 
author’s health. He was forced to go to Italy 
to recuperate. While there he visited many libraries 
and completed a catalog of manuscripts concern- 
ing the history of France. In 1845 he edited the 
dramatic catalog of Soleinne. To the late forties 
belongs his period of collaboration with Dumas. 
Throughout, this collaboration was kept a secret. 
In 1836 Lacroix became “Chevalier de la Légion 
d’honneur,”” being elected to the grade of officer 
in 1860. In 1864 appeared a bibliographical study: 
“Dissertations.” This was followed by another 
in 1866, “Enigmes et découvertes.” Finally he 
made a catalog of the manuscripts in the library 
of the Arsenal, to which he had been appointed 
librarian in 1855. Amidst this diversity of literary 
achievements, not the least of his triumphs had been 
the publication of new editions of classic French 
authors, such as Cyrano de Bergerac, Marguerite 
de Navarre, Frangois Villon. He died in 1884.8 
Charles Nodier, the last of the three men to be 
discussed from a _ bibliographical standpoint, was 
born at Besancon in 1789. His first literary work, 
“Dissertation sur l’usage des auteurs, et sur l’organe 
de l’ouie dans les insectes,’”’ was written 1798. He 
had made a brief journey to Paris when he was 
about sixteen. Soon after his marriage to the 
beautiful Mlle. Desirée Charves, he returned there 
to make the metropolis his home. Before going 
he tried to secure the appointment as librarian of 
the city of Déle, but this post was refused him. 
The literary life of Nodier may be divided into 
three periods. The first was the period of the 
influence of the eighteenth century. Then he was 
an ardent admirer of Rousseau, Saint-Pierre, and 
Chateaubriand. This was a period of convention 
when he produced: “Le peintre de Saltzbourg,” 
“Les proscrits,” “Les méditations de cloitre.” It 
was characterised in general by a vagueness of form. 
The second period was that of German influence. 
The poetic expression of this influence may be found 
in “Le tombeau des gréves du lac,” the dramatic, 
in “Jean Sbogar.” This period was characterised 
by a vagueness of ideal. In the third and last 
period we find Nodier himself—he is essentially 
French in his own way. Simplicity of style, finesse, 
and originality are perhaps his outstanding charac- 
teristics. In 1824 Nodier took up his abode at 
the Arsenal, where he had been appointed librarian 
at the end of the preceding year. He died in 1844.9
